OPENING STATEMENT 


On Friday, February 3, 2012, IAB investigators Sergeant Chad Smeltzer, Sergeant Trent 
Denison and Lieutenant Alicia Ault responded to a command post erected by Compton 
Station personnel regarding a Deputy Involved Non-Hit Shooting. Investigators learned 
from Compton Station personnel that Compton Station Deputy David Aviles was involved 
in a non-hit shooting during a pedestrian stop. 


SYNOPSIS 


On February 3, 2012, at approximately 1910 hours Deputy Aviles and his partner Eric 
Moreno. driving east on Cedar Street when they saw three males and one female in 
front of ИШ: Street drinking alcoholic beverages (beer) and smoking cigarettes. 
When they stopped to contact the group and conduct a drinking in public investigation, one 
male, Suspect Ramiro Lozano, ran west and then south around the corner of an apartment 
building. The deputies ran after the suspect and ordered him to stop and show his hands. 
The suspect refused to comply with the deputies verbal commands and he kept his hands 
in his waistband area as he ran to the parking lot at the rear of the apartment complex. 


While running the suspect fell to the ground on two separate occasions. On each 


occasion, the suspect refused orders to stop and show his hands to the deputies. Deputy 
Aviles believed the suspect was armed with a weapon and unholstered his duty weapon. 
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As the suspect continued to run through the rear parking area, the suspect jumped on top 
of vehicle which abutted a wood fence. The suspect turned toward Deputy Aviles, who 
saw the suspect pointed a dark colored handgun at him. Fearing for his life, Deputy Aviles 
fired two rounds from his Department issued Beretta 9mm handgun, missing the suspect. 
The suspect then jumped over the fence, out of view. 


A containment was establish: endered from his hiding location under 
a parked vehicle located at when SEB K-9 announcements were 
made. No force was used to take the suspect into custody. 


An article search was conducted for the suspect's weapon which met with negative results. 


The suspect's cell phone and a four inch folding knife were recovered on the opposite side 
of the fence from where the shooting occurred.

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WITNESS STATEMENTS 

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded 
interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


DEPUTY DAVID AVILES 

Deputy David Aviles authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit B] regarding his actions 
and observations. During Deputy Aviles' IAB interview, a diagram and five photographs 
were used for clarification [Exhibit J]. The photographs were printed from the crime scene 
photo disc [Exhibit O]. 


On May 9, 2012, IAB Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Patrick Kim conducted a shooting 
review interview with Deputy David Aviles. Deputy Aviles was represented by Mitchell 
Kander from the Green and Shinee legal office. Deputy Aviles said on February 3, 2012, 
he was assigned to Compton Station patrol Unit 285D with his partner Eric Moreno. 
Deputy Aviles and Deputy Moreno had worked together approximately two months prior 
tothe incident. Deputy Aviles was assigned to Compton Station for approximately one and 
a half years prior to this incident. 


Deputy Moreno drove their marked patrol car eastbound on Cedar Street from Willowbrook 
Avenue. Deputy Aviles said the area was a known Compton Varrio Tortilla Flats area. As 
the deputies traveled eastbound on Cedar Street Deputy Aviles saw three male Hispanics 
and one female Hispanic standing in front of an apartment building drinking alcoholic 
beverages. 


As the deputies approached the group, Deputy Moreno stopped their marked Sheriff's 
Department patrol car, so the deputies could conduct a drinking in public investigation. He 
estimated the patrol car was parked fifteen to twenty feet from the group. Deputy Aviles 
saw a male Hispanic, later identified as Suspect Ramiro Lozano, wearing a gray hooded 
sweatshirt and blue jeans. The suspect sat leaning against the apartment building with his 
hands located in his waistband area. Deputy Aviles saw a beer can on the sidewalk close 
to the suspect. As Deputy Aviles exited the patrol car, the suspect stood and ran 
westbound on the sidewalk away from the other members of the group. The suspect kept 
his hands in his waistband area as he ran. 


Deputy Aviles ordered the suspect to stop and show his hands. The suspect ignored 
Deputy Aviles' commands and ran southbound into the driveway ofthe apartment complex. 
Deputy Aviles ran after the suspect to maintain visual contact of the suspect. 


As the suspect ran southbound in the driveway, he fell to the ground on his stomach and 


continued to hold his waistband with his left hand. Deputy Aviles believed the suspect was 
attempting to retrieve a firearm and unholstered his Beretta. He pointed his Beretta at the 
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suspect and ordered the suspect to stop and show his hands. Deputy Aviles estimated 
fifteen to twenty feet separated him and the suspect where the suspect had fallen to the 
ground. 


The suspect ignored Deputy Aviles’ commands, stood and continued to run in a 
southeastern direction into the rear parking lot behind the apartment building. After the 
suspect had run for approximately fifty to seventy feet, he again fell to the ground chest 
first. Deputy Aviles continued to order the suspect to stop. The suspect ignored Deputy 
Aviles' commands, stood and ran toward a parked white Chevrolet Camaro. The suspect 
jumped onto the rear portion of the vehicle, which was parked close to a wooden fence. 


As the suspect stood on the vehicle, he turned toward his left and retrieved a dark colored 
firearm from his waistband and held it with his right hand. The suspect held the handgun 
at waist level and pointed it toward him. Deputy Aviles feared for his life and fired two 
rounds at the suspect from his Department issued Beretta, fearing the suspect was 
preparing to shoot him. After Deputy Aviles shot at the suspect, the suspect jumped over 
the fence and Deputy Aviles lost sight of him. Deputy Aviles believed he had not struck the 
suspect with his gunfire and he was twenty to twenty-five feet from the suspect at the time 
of the shooting. 


He and his partner did not attempt to chase the suspect after he lost sight of the suspect. 
Deputy Aviles broadcast on his portable radio that he had been involved in a shooting. 
Deputy Aviles said he did not have the opportunity to broadcast that a suspect was fleeing 
from them as he chased the suspect, because he held his flashlight in his left hand and his 
Beretta in his right hand. 


Deputies Aviles and Moreno ran back to Cedar Street where he had encountered the 
group. Deputy Aviles positioned himself near the corner of Cedar Street and Willowbrook 
Avenue to contain the suspect's movement. He broadcast additional information to 
responding units to establish a containment of the suspect. He requested a unitto respond 
to his location to assist him in detaining the remaining members of the group. 


Deputy Moreno repositioned their patrol car one blo Elm Street at Tamarind 
Avenue. Deputy Aviles believed Deputies Giles M O the first deputies to 
arrive at his location and they detained the group that had not fled from him. The suspect 
was located on Elm Street by assisting deputies. Deputy Aviles responded to the location 
and identified the suspect as the person who had fled and pointed a handgun at him. He 
did not speak with the suspect, nor did he observe any injuries to the suspect. 


Deputy Aviles reported the shooting to Field Sergeant Michael Modica, who had responded 
to the incident. 
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Deputy Aviles chose to chase the suspect, because his previous experience had been that 
suspects who possessed firearms, generally flee from view so they can discard the 
weapon. Deputy Aviles said he and his partner had discussed tactics dealing with fleeing 
suspects prior to this incident. It was his understanding that he, as the bookman, should 
have broadcast on the Sheriff's radio that the suspect had fled from them. 


Deputy Aviles said his Beretta had a Surefire X300 tactical light mounted to it and it was 
equipped with laser grips. Deputy Aviles did not have the opportunity to use the tactical 
light or his laser grips. Deputy Aviles said " —— 9 both the laser grips and 
the flashlight mounted to his Beretta. 


IAB Note: А check of Deputy Aviles’ WQS, TRS and cTs 
for either laser grip or flashlight 
mounted hat he said he attended [Exhibit Q]. 


On August 15, 2012, Deputy Aviles responded to an e-mail request [Exhibit R] from IAB 
Sergeant Smeltzer after he conferred with his represenative, Mitchell Kander. In Deputy 
Aviles' e-mail, he stated the model number of the laser mounted to his Beretta was an LS- 
Beretta-LG 302. Не did not recall the date he attended laser pistol but stated he 
attended between ana

опо He filled out the required scantron form and signed an APIS 
training roster. He submitted the APIS roster to the Men's Central Jail training staff, but did 
not recall submitting the scantron form. 


Deputy Aviles stated the eighteen round magazines he carried at the time of the shooting 
were MEC-GAR M9 magazines. He did not have approval from his Division Chief to carry 
the magazines and stated the magazines are flush with the end of the magazine well when 
inserted into his Beretta [Exhibit R]. 


DEPUTY ERIC MORENO 

Deputy Eric Moreno authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit C] regarding his actions and 
observations. During Deputy Moreno's IAB interview, a diagram and five photographs were 
used for clarification [Exhibit К]. The photographs were printed from the crime scene 
photo disc [Exhibit O]. 


On May 9, 2012, IAB Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Patrick Kim conducted a shooting 
review interview with Deputy Eric Moreno. Deputy Moreno was represented by Mitchell 
Kander from the Green and Shinee legal office. Deputy Moreno said on February 3, 2012, 
he was assigned to Compton Station patrol Unit 285D with his partner David Aviles. 
Deputy Moreno and Deputy Aviles had worked together approximately one month and a 
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half months prior to the incident. Deputy Moreno was assigned to Compton Station for 
approximately five and a half years prior to this incident. 


Deputy Moreno drove their marked patrol car eastbound on Cedar Street from Willowbrook 
Avenue with his vehicle high beams activated. As he drove his marked Sheriff patrol car, 
he saw a group of three male Hispanics and one female Hispanic standing in front of an 
apartment complex and appeared to be drinking from beer cans. Deputy Moreno said the 
area was a known Tortilla Flats gang hangout. At the time the deputies contacted the 
group, it was dark and nearby street lights were illuminated. 


Deputies Moreno and Aviles decided to contact the group to conduct a drinking in public 
investigation. As he stopped their patrol car approximately ten feet from the group, Deputy 
Aviles exited the patrol car from the front passenger seat. As the deputies stopped, a male 
Hispanic, later identified as Suspect Lozano, was sitting on the sidewalk holding a beer 
can. As the deputies exited the patrol car, the suspect stood and ran westbound on the 
sidewalk, holding his waistband with both hands. 


Deputy Aviles ran after the suspect and ordered him to stop running. Deputy Moreno saw 
thatthe other members of the group remained seated and did not attemptto flee. Deputy 
Moreno ran after the suspect and his partner. He held his full sized Streamlight flashlight 
in his left hand and his duty weapon in his right hand. The suspect ran southbound into 
the apartment driveway. After approximately ten feet, the suspect fell to his knees with his 
back to the deputies. Deputy Moreno believed the suspect tripped due to the rough 
pavement surface. Deputy Moreno and Deputy Aviles ordered the suspect to stop, but the 
suspect stood up and continued to run. After the suspect ran approximately twenty feet, 
he fell to his knees again. The deputies again ordered the suspect to stop and show his 
hands, but he did not comply. 


The suspect ran approximately five to seven feet and jumped on top of the trunk of a 
parked vehicle that was located against a wood fence. As the suspect stood on top of the 
parked car, he turned to his left and Deputy Moreno saw the suspect held a dark medium 
Sized semi-automatic handgun in his right hand pointed toward Deputy Aviles. He did not 
hear or see the suspect shoot at them. 


Deputy Aviles fired his handgun twice at the suspect. Deputy Moreno did not shoot at the 
suspect, fearing he could possibly strike Deputy Aviles who was positioned approximately 
five to ten feet in front of him. The suspect jumped over the fence and Deputy Moreno said 
he heard the suspect running in a southeast direction. 


After Deputy Aviles fired at the suspect, Deputy Moreno heard him broadcasting 
information related to the shooting on the Compton dispatch frequency. Deputy Moreno 
immediately ran back to their patrol car and drove it to the intersection of Elm Street and 
Tamarind Avenue in an attempt to contain the suspect's movement. 
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Deputy Moreno heard Deputy Aviles establishing a containment of the area. He estimated 
the first responding unit arrived within one minute. With the assistance of responding 
deputies, the suspect was detained on Elm Street. Deputy Moreno participated in a field 
show-up of the suspect and identified him as the person who ran from them and pointed 
a firearm at them. Deputy Moreno did not see any injuries to the suspect and was unaware 
if he had been bitten by a dog during the incident. 


Deputy Moreno said as he and his partner ran after the suspect, he may have briefly lost 
sight of the suspect as turned into the apartment driveway, but he never lost sight of his 
partner. As the deputies chased the suspect, Deputy Moreno estimated fifteen feet 
separated him and his partner. Deputy Moreno estimated Deputy Aviles was 
approximately twenty to twenty five feet behind the suspect. 


Deputy Moreno said his understanding of which deputy should broadcast information 
depended on the situation. He said while inside of the patrol car the bookman should 
broadcast information related to an incident. He explained in a foot pursuit situation, the 
deputy furthest from the suspect or the deputy that can safely access the radio, should 
broadcast the incident. 


Deputy Moreno reported his involvement in the incident to Field Sergeant Michael Modica, 
who responded to the incident.

When the patrol car approached Witness Witness — X Suspect Lozano 
were seated on the sidewalk. Suspect Lozano immediately ran from the deputies toward 
Willowbrook Avenue and then south to the rear of the apartment building. Witness 

heard one of the deputies saying something to the suspectas he ran and she 
could not see where the suspect's hands were located. Witnes iia after the 
deputies chased the suspect to the rear of the apartment, she heard two or three gunshots. 
She and the others ran toward the rear of the apartment to see what occurred. 


Witness S one of the deputies ran Wow and drove away. The 


second deputy told the group to back up. Witnes: and the others complied 


and returned to their original location. The second deputy returned to the street and spoke 
on his р le radio.

As the three were located on Cedar Street, a former crime partner of his named “Fox”, 
identified as Suspect Lozano, walked up to the group and asked Witness — or a 
cigarette. Witness аме the suspect a cigarette and offered him a beer. Witness 

was unsure if the suspect took a beer. Shortly after the suspect arrived, a patrol 
car with two deputies arrived. 


The deputies exited the patrol car and told the group to put their hands up. Suspect 
Lozano immediately ran from the deputies toward Willowbrook Avenue and then south to 
the rear of the apartment building. Both deputies chased the suspect to the rear of the 
apartment building, out of sight. Witness 8 cous not see if the suspect held 
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something with his hands as he ran. He heard gunshots at the rear of the building and the 
group ran to corner of the apartment to see what had occurred. 


As the group attempted to see what had happened, the deputies ran back toward the 
street. A deputy told the group they were going to be taken in for attempted murder on a 
police officer. 


Witness А the deputies had captured the suspect that had ran from them, but 
he would not participate in identifying the suspect in a photo lineup.

The suspect did not raise his hands and immediately ran toward the 
rear of the apartment building and both deputies ran after him.

away. Witness eard two gunshots from the rear of the apartment, so he and 
the others began to run to the rear of the apartment to see if the deputies had shot the 
suspect. 
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As they ran toward the side of the apartment, one deputy ran past them and drove the 
patrol car away. The second deputy stayed in the area and told them not to move.

He looked 
out the window and saw one deputy in the rear parking lot. Within five to ten minutes, 
several more deputies arrived and searched for the suspect. 


witness т not see anyone stand on a parked vehicle, jump over the rear fence 
or anyone holding a firearm. 


witness IN a man standing alone in the rear parking lot when he came home 
from work prior to the shooting incident. 


SUSPECT RAMIRO LOZANO 


On February 4. 2012, Compton OSS Detectives 0 L Оо 
EBEN Suspect Ramiro Lozano. Suspect Lozano was advised of hís 
Miranda nghts. Suspect Lozano requested to speak to a lawyer several times during the 


interview, but continued to provide details of the incident after he requested to speak to a 
lawyer. He signed a Admonition and Waiver of Rights form [Exhibit N], stating he refused 
to speak about the incident. 


Suspect Lozano said he is a drop out Tortilla Flats gang member. He was talking with 
some people when a car approached. He said the other people with him, jumped up and 
he did not know if he was being set up so he began to run. He did not realize the car was 
a Sheriff's Department patrol car. 
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As he ran, he held onto his cellular phone. He did not look back to see who was chasing 
him. He jumped over a fence and used both of his hands to jump the fence. As he jumped 
over the fence, he heard two gunshots as someone shot at him. He said he did not point 
any weapon at a deputy and he did not have a gun. 


As he ran through various properties a "Ghetto", dog described as a pit bull, attacked and 
bit him. He said he was injured from the dog and was bitten on his legs and on the left 
middle finger. He continued to run and concealed himself underneath a truck, fearing he 
would be shot. 

Suspect Lozano said he did not assault any deputies and whoever shot at him may have 
done it accidentally. but wouldn't confess to it and was covering their ass. He said he was 
озалкы ا‎ з Suspect Lozano said he had not used any drugs, but had 
drank some beer. Suspect Lozano said he is right handed. 

As he ran, he lost his eye glasses, notebook and his cellular phone. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


Compton Station personnel provided a copy of the Foot Pursuit Evaluation form [Exhibit 
M]. 


IAB Sergeant Chad Smeltzer attempted an interview with Suspect Lozano on May 9, 2012, 
which was recorded under job # 34502. 


An search of the shooting scene and containment area for a firearm met with negative 
results. 
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
